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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

Parent patent described the treatment of metallurgical slag to obtain 
a compsn. similar to that of Portland cement where the slag 
originates from the oxygen refining of molten iron not contg. 
phosphorus. The novelty is that, after eliminating the prods, obtd. 
by reducing the oxides of Fe and Mn, an amt . of CaO is added to the 
molten slag to provide a CaO content similar to that present in 
Portland cement . 

The lime is pref. added as a powder, esp. as a suspension in a 
combustible gas fed through the outer annulus of a burner using two 
coaxial pipes, the inner pipe supplying a gas contg. 02, possibly 
pure 02. See also 867392. 

Process rapidly produces the desired CaO content in non P contg. 
basic slags obtd. during steel making. 
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
